Nominations  for  membership  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  if  approved  by  them  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Society  by  their  names  being  placed  on  the  notice  of  the  : 
ular  meeting  after  such  approval,  and  such  names  shall  be  balloted  for 
at  that  meeting.  Ballots  having  the  words  accepted  and  postponed 
shall  be  used.  Five  bearing  the  word  postponed  shall  be  sufficient  to 
defer  the  admission  of  a  candidate.  An  entrar.  i 
dollars  shall  be  paid  on  admission,  and  an  annual  fee  of  fifty-  dollars.
